


Southern construction in February to- 
taled $277,155,000, bringing the value 
of contracts awarded so far this year 
in the sixteen states below the Mason 
and Dixon line to $530,431,000, or 
seventeen per cent above the figure 
for the comparable period of last 
year. The February total represents 
a gain of about nine per cent over 
January, of forty-five per cent above 
the second month of last year. 


February's larger total, which was re- 
sponsible for the higher aggregate for 
the two-month period, was substan- 
tially bolstered by rises in public build- 
ing and highway and bridge construc- 
tion. The former was up fifty-nine per 
cent; the latter, in excess of twenty- 
seven per cent. Heavy engineering 
construction rose five per cent. Both 
private building and industrial award 
values were down. 


Constituting the $277,155,000 Febru- 
ary total were: Private building, 
$94,374,000; highways, streets and 
bridges, $61,067,000; public building, 
$51,411,000; engineering type con- 
struction, $36,002,000; industrial proj- 
ects, $34,301,000.

Engineering construction in the two 
months is up about twenty-five per cent 
The total is $70,245,000 and its compo- 
nents, $48,509,000 for dams, drainage, 
earthwork and airports, $15,259,000 for 
sewer and water work and $6,477,000 for 
government-financed electric projects.

The greatest obstacle to the smooth and rapid flow of motor vehicle 
traffic is the narrow two-lane highway. This same type of road is, inci- 
dentally, one of the main factors responsible for our high accident rate. 


This much is known by anyone who has given a moment's serious 
thought to our highway problems; it doesn't take a construction or traffic 
engineer to figure it out. However, many people, including some in the 
above categories, make the mistake of going too far in their sweeping 


solutions. 


The politicians, particularly those who seek to gain votes for spending 
other people's money, will all too often plump for complete replanning 
and rebuilding. Today's traffic is entirely different from that of twenty 
years ago, when our present roads were planned, and therefore, goes 
the argument, we should scrap what we have and start over. 


Such a thesis usually ignores cost entirely. It also ignores a far cheaper 
solution which in the long run will be far better for the construction industry 
because it presents an opportunity for immediate improvement which can 
be achieved without excessive taxation. 


That solution is making do as best we can with what we have. The 
aforementioned two-lane highway is still a good road when it is flat and 
straight, for example. The hills and curves are what cause the bottlenecks 
and hazards. The judicious adding of a third lane on a hill, so that slow- 
moving vehicles can pull to the right; the building of a new stretch of road 
parallel to a dangerously winding sector, so that one-way traffic can move 
in both directions; these are but two examples of improving what now exists. 


Those in the construction industry who have a hand in highway plan- 
ning would do well to temper grandiose ideas with practicality. When the 
core of the apple is sound, let's cut out the bad spots, rather than throw the 
whole fruit away.
